New Ion oonjecnired that cnmtMs are '' the 
aliment bv which suns aresnslaiiied,'' wliero 
lore he concluded that ihcse bodio.s were in 
a state of progressive decline upon the sun's 
loundj which they respectively swept ; and 
that in these they from time to time fall, liy 
way of illuslratinn, ho addeil. whenever the 
comet (if ISiiUsliall fall into the sun, its 
" heat will be raised to such a point that our 
globe will be burnt, and all the animals upon 
it will perish." Phillies, in h\s "Worlds 
lieyond the Earth," however, maintain.';: 
" No comet, out of the hundreds whinti have 
appeared, has shown any tendency to fall 
into tho sun ; tlii!y all regularly continue in 
their orbit.s, as the ])lanets do. Again, the 
appcaiance'j whiidi |)re«ent Ihemsel ves when 
a i'omct is in the close nei^'hburhood (d liii! 
snii, rather manifest a repulsion between the 
matter of the comet and the sun. Again, if, 
as is most likely, the atomic constitution oi 
a comet differs from that of the sun, it w ould 
lint rca(di the surface. Were a coniet to I'.ill 
into the body of the sun, its mass i.s so 
trilling in comparison with that stupendous 
globe that it would scarcely produce any ap- 
preciable eiTecl ; and, unless it con.'^isttHl of 
gaseous matter, which could unite nhemical- 
lywiili that of the sun, no combustion would 
take place. The reverse miuht hapi)en. No 
comet ever yet recorded, perhaps, contained 
Ihe sarnt; amount of matter as the earth. If 
the earth was to fall into the sun, supposing 
it would burn, it would at most produce a 
small spark — a minute scintillation — and all 
would he over. liesidiis, the earth consists 
of substances which have already been 
burned ; iht'.y would not burn again. The 
nia.ss of a comet is so small that were it to 
come into collision with the earth, it would 
.■iullerihe most itself from Ihe shook. The 
comets seeiH to take very good care of them- 
selves. When we find that one comet has 
actually i)ass(;d through the group of ,1 upiter's 
moons wiihoiit dtjrangiiig thi'in in tiic least, 
wo need not fear fur our earth."

The Old Franklin Paess.— The , old 
press at which Franklini worked in Boston, 

(III the A'fic England Courmtt, in 1020, has 
been jireserved fur more than a century in 
tlie oflico of the Neirjiort Mercury. The 
Mercury was eslablshed by James Kranklin, 
brother of the philosopher, who then owned 
and used the pre.fs.' It has recently been 
sold, and is now the property of John B. 
iviurray, Est]., of tho firm of John B. Mur- 
ray & 'Co., bankers, New York City. Mr. 
iMnrray is alreadj" the owner of one press at 
which lionjatnin Franklin worked in Watts' 
printing housp, near Lincoln's Inn Field's, 
London, in 1725-6. This old press .Mr. 
Murray procured in London, in 18-11, and 
deposited'fdr'safe keeping in the U. S. Fa- 
lent Office at Washington, in 1842, where it 
still remains. The only two presses identi- 
fied with the name of Franklin are now 
under one ownership, and will be kept 
together during the life-lime of the owner, 
who will doubtless evince hereafter his 
appreciation of their public value by consti- 
tuting them the permanent property of ^tbe 
nation.

Stamp Land Scheme. 

)i wore scar-,iely worth while to note the 
sonuTdaiilts turiiHii by that supple pnrlia- 
m<'M[:ui;iM. Dr. llelincken, in oonneclion 
wiih the Stamp project, did they not prove 
the total want of fixed- principles in our 
land system — if aystem it can be oalleil— 
and his utter renunciation of priiiqipte, liko;, 
the Government that he rcpieAenta. ' On' the 
27lh ot September last, this mercurial genius 
drew up and Hubmitted to the Assembly a 
petition to the Duko of Newcastle, endors- 
ing, in the plainest language possible, the 
netiiionsnf the people lodged with the Gov- 
liniment in July, wherein ii was prayed that 
ihu actual souKr should be alio'^ed to 
pre-empt IGO ii:reH, before speculators 
were permitted lo pureluise a foot of 
land. But, on the (irsl day of the debate on 
the Stamp scheme, he, changeable as wuter, 
urges that a re:)olution pass assuring the 
Governor of the entire coiicurrence of the 
House with the propositions nisde to Capt, 
Stamp. Is such bonduct—- such vacilla- 
tion—such total disregard of his own bant- 
ling sent to Newcastle — worthy the name of 
statesmanship ! or had it not better be char- 
acteri/.ed as the venal doings of a Machia- 
vel, whose only fixed purpose is tn support 
the policy of his arbitrary prince, rii^ht or 
wrong! During the second day's debate, 
fiiuiiny that the agreement of Gov. Douglas 
with Stamp was not likely to meet with the 
concurrence of the House, with the celerity 
of a necromancer -T- who says, "Presto! 
change,' ' — our supple' parliamentarian stands 
forth as the personifidution of legislative wis- 
dom, and assures the House, that ttie Gover- 
nor merely laid the correspondence before 
th»m for their information, and did not ask 
either their concurrence or care for their 
dissent. One would scarcely suppose that 
80 much unblushing vaciliHtioii could be 
found under one liouJ ; or tliat a man pro- 
fessing land reform doctrines one day — 
writing! land reform petitions another da) — 
could have the effrontery to urge the Assem- 
bly to concur in giving 17,000 acres — the 
picked land of (he country — to absfntee land 
sharks, in preference to ihebonajide occu- 
pants and tillers of the soil. Men there are, 
however, of such India-rubber principles. 
Two of the most prominent are Gov. Doug- 
las and Speaker Helmcken. The first pro- 
fessed to the July land reform deputation a 
disposition to favor a preferential right to 
actual settlers, with liberal donations ; and 
in January after agrees to give a preferential 
rigtit lo 17,000 acres of land, " at the price of 
the day," to the sole repre.^eiitative of a 
Loi'don company 17,000 inilc-t disianl. The 
other, like a true India-rubber man, has 
turned himself iii.side out like his famous 
prototype, convincing tlie country that no 
confidenco can be placed in either. 

No evidence ever stuod nut in bolder re- 
lief, nor urged with greater force the neces- 
sity for a tixed basis to our land system than 
the venal vacillation < just recounted. In- 
stead of having; tba patrimony of the people 
subject to the ever-varying impulses of ir- 
re3poni<iblo rulers, we want a land system 
fixt^d by law, so that the applicant may de- 
mand land as a rigtit and not as a favor. In 
dohia this, every actual settler should be 
trpalcu alike, no matter whether the repre- 
sentativ! of capital or the embodiment of 
labor. No dilf^'rence should be made in the 
di.-<i)o'-itu)n of ihe soil or its forests, — no mat- 
ter whether the applicants threatened to 
spend thelt^tineas in Yankeedom, except 
they were invested with enough of the pub- 
lio domain to gratify their avarice, or wheth- 
er their sturdy loyalty was of a nobler <tamj>. 
With equal and exact justice to ail, and 
proper encouragement, the Wist Coast 
wunlil blaze with the firesides of a race of 
hardy pioneers, ami the country escape the 
benumbing influence ot 'n'^d monopoly. 

Tliere can bu but one opinion in the conn- 
try as regards the encouragement of projects 
for setlleiiients on tlio West Coast for lurn- 
beiin^i fishing ami a;,'ricullurai purposes; 
thai iH, that all reasonable encouragement 
should bo given to tiiein. But when it is 
proposed to clothe one man with authority, 
in preference to the ihahy, to select where 
ho pleases on Barclay Sound 2,000 acres of 
agricultural land, and 15,000 acres of timber 
lan4, the qtianlity is unreaaimablo, and the 
right injustice. Over and again, it has been 
contended by the people, ami prayed for by 
the Assembly, that not more than IGO acres 
eliould be given to any body. Whether that 
quantity is suflicieiit to attract settlors to the 
West Coast, wo shall not now discuss. It 
la auffibiRnt to show that with utiAniroous 



consent it was comu'duil that a tlcfitiile 
(iuani''y — -iMillier too iniicli nor too liiile — 
tc) atlraci the actual settler should bo ofierod 
to all. That precept is just; aild justice 
should be doiie thougbTthe^^beavehB fall.' 

No matter how 'much- capital and enter- 
prise Capt, Stamp would represent belong- 
ing to absentees, were ho to locate at Bar- 
clay Sound be is but one man, and, as such, 
should have no more agricultural land than 
any other pioneer. When full time is al- 
lowed to attract a daring and hardy band of 
settlers to rear tlioii homes in that favored 
spot, then it will bo ample time to allow 
speculators to compete for ownership of the 
soil. Some urge that if he should be suc- 
cessful, other large companies would en- 
gage in similar pursuits; that, consequently, 
the whole coast would be lined by estab- 
lishments yielding a princely income to 
their proprietors. And hence the necessity 
to make a laige grant on the most favorable 
conditions to Stamp & Co. But this, so far 
as the immense quantity of land in fee sim- 
ple is concerned, is exactly what the coun- 
try should steer clear of Were this schema 
successful, foreign capital, satisfied with in- 
creased interest, would become the absolute 
lords of the soil and timber; and men of 
enterprise,' moderate capital and credit, 
would be^shtit out from a branch of indus- 
try that, if ever it does flourish, will be 
made to flourish by that class. 

The resolution that passed, the House on 
Tuesday, though it nips in the bud in some 
measure this scheme ; and confines it, in 
some respect.^ to a more legitimate channel, 
is not only indefinite but actually non- 
sense in some of its clauses. It reminds 
ussomBA'liat of the famous resolution to 
declare the ttirone of James II. vacant. 
Something was said in it to please Cava- 
liers and Roundheads, divine-right men and 
republicans. So this gives the 2000 acres of 
agricultural land and a license for 20 year^ 
to cut timber. Stampers and anti-Stampers 
were to be satisfied; monopolists and anti- 
monopolists were to be smoothed over. As 
regards the stumpage, licenses should be 
granted geiierally, not particularly ; and then 
not for a period longer than from three to 
five years. At the outset, competition for a 
reasonable quantity might be disallowed: but 
hereafter the rule should be made impera- 
tive that all timber licenses should be open 
to coinpi-'ition. By this means an inde- 
pendent population. — not grown-iip-throe- 
year-imported apprentices, — would engage 
in log-cutting and log-driving, and the mills 
would be far better supplied by competition 
in labor, than by the exclusive system of 
apprenticeships and life lioenses. In fact, 
we have very little faith in retaining men 
in the country kidnapped at nominal wages, 
and tied down with parchment bonds, 
where there are so many attractions else- 
where. Conseijnently, any scheme ba."ed 
oil that principle is moie visionary than 
practical. 

Suppose the Stamp colony were to .stamp- 
ede to the mines, wnich is not improbable, 
thtm the 17,000 acres, the choice of Harolay 
Sound, would fall to the company. Thus, 
independent settlers would bo enohered out 
of their inheritance, and the country make a 
loss instead of a profit. Onr lordly legisla- 
tors certainly aim at Joster\<)<4 settlements, 
but the way of granting 2,000 acres here 
and 17,000 the^re is very improper. Barclay 
Sound to'them is a veritable terra incognita ; 
and yet they slice it out ad libitum, very 
much like the Pope of old divided America, 
Africa and the fartli !,t Indo to hi.s faithful 
princes, as he would an orange. A much 
wiser course would be to tirst obtain a relia- 
ble report of the lopugraphy of Iho country, 
and divide it out ecjnally to the people aft ir- 
wards. 



Uncoufortable. — The situation of the 
reporters in the Hoii.«e of Assembly is very 
uncomfortable. The weather for the past 
few days has been very cold, and the ro- 
porters' table is situated so far from the fire 
that at times their fingers become numbed, 
and they are compelled to drop their pens 
and vi'a?<> writini;. Added to this, it is al- 
most impossible to report correctly the pro- 
ceedings, owing to the fact that the table is 
too remote from the speakers. Do, Messrs. 
Legislators, have some compassion upon 
sutliuiiig iiuniaiiily, and give tiio reporters a 
chance occasionaily to "toast their shins '' 
inside the bar.
